L REPORT FOR THR EVENING TELRORAFH.]

Jo all communities there are those who are
Joved and respected by sll. Sooh was the case
with the Iate Rev. 8. Y. Monros, whose obsequies
were solemnized yesterday morning at the Third
pireet M. E. Church, Camden. The decoased
whs possessed of more than ordinary talents,
ang as a minister of the Gospel ranked among
she first in the State. The particulars of his
desth nre fresh in the minds= of the public, and
shere is Do neeecssity for a reiteration of them

here,
Antecedenty.

Rev. Bamuel ¥, Monroe was born In Mount
Holly, July 1, 1816, and was the son of Hon.
Clayton Monrose, He was 1o busness in Phila-
delphis previons to entering the ministry, and
jor severnl years was & local preacher. He
entered the New Jersey Conference in April,
1845, and has consequently been in the ministr
nen:lv twenty-four years, '_i‘he Swodesboroug
Cirouit wis nis first appoiniment, His noxt
wae at Ralem, snd subsequently at Paterson,
Princeton, New Brunawick and Newark stations,
the jatter twice, Onmden, and Jersey Olly. He
bad held the position for three years, and was
at the time of bis desth Corredponding Hocre-
tary of the Church Extension Soclety, ol the
Morhodlst Episcopal Church, He was a mem-
ber of three General Conferences in suceession,
and gt the last'one stood next to the hilghest for
Bishop In the vote of the Conferance.

The coffin in which the decensed was luld was
& French double-top one, lined with cashmere,
fringed at the top, and bad six silver handles
snd three rowas of llver moulding, The outside
was covered with black cloth, The decensel
was dressed In black dress pants snd vest, and
& black cassglmere wrapper, with heavy cord
tarsel, On his breast were a chaplet of cypraas
and a heavy cross of jeponlca. A wresth ol
the sume encireled the plate on the lid, in
which was the inseription:—

REV. & ¥, MONRORE, D, D,,
HORN JULY 1, 1816,
DIED
FEBRUARY 9, 1807,

The body lay in state at the residence of
deceased, corner of Second snd Linden sureets,
from 9 until ball-past 11 o'clock, and was viewed
by at least a4 thousand persons, As early as
hall-pust 8 o'clock s large number of people
had congreguted In front of the church. At
bulf-past 10 o'clock the doors were thrown open,
and fo ten minutes the building was a periect
jam. The gallery only was approprinted for
members of the church, the body thereot being
allotted to the ministry and members of the
family. At 12o'clock the funeral started from
the residence of the deceased, and in a quarter
of nn hour arrived nt the chaoreh. The coffin
was placed in front of the altar, which was, as
well s the gas-lights to the right and left,
Besutifully draped in mourning,

During the entrance of the procession, Pro-
fescor Leech performed @ solemn air on the
oreun, and the choir sang the hymn com-
mencing ‘Como ye disconsolate, where'er ye
langulsh,”

The exercises were opened by the slnging of
the hymn:—

“How vain 1§ all beneath the skies!
How transient every earthly biliss!

How slender all the fondest tles!
That bind us 1o a world llke this,”

Rev. Dr. Whittaker then offered an impressive
prayer. A portion of the Boriptures were then
read by Eev, T, B, Dobbin, The next thing in
order was the singing of & hymn,

Mr, Alllson's Address.

Mr. Allizon then addressed the congregation
nearly as follows:—The Recorder ot Jersey City
had come to his house, and asked him "il Le
knew a Methodist minister named Monroe? He
veplied yes; and was informed that he was
lying in the Recorder's office, dead] The
speaker had deceased conveyed to his home,
and telegraphed to Camden the facts, He had
the body removed to the laustuamed olty, It
may, perbape, be proper that I should refer
bnﬂﬂy—l do nol intend to coter into detalls—
touching his death, He met his end about 12
o'clock on Saturdey, at what |2 called the
Point o! Rocks, which 1s the boundary line be-
tween Hudson and Jersey City. Those of you
who have gone over that raliroad know full well
that aiter yon puss through the deep cut there
is a deep basin, and then another spur of rocks,
about one hundred and ffty feet high,

It was opposite the osnkum factory, on the
other side of the road, ngainstthis ledge of rock,
that Brother Monroejwas killed, The speuker
then culogized the decessed ut some lesgih, and
in conclusion eald he sympathized deeply with
his afflicted family,

Bishop Simpson’s Address,

Bishop Simpson spoke as follows:—~There aye
moment# for feeling rather than speaking; there
are times when one sad thought so tills and
swells the heart that the lips care little to glve
utterance; and when 1 look over this audience,
Wwho in such numbers have left their abodes and
their labors—when I think of the numbers who
have crowded around the doors unable to gain
admittance—when inevery part of this wudie nee
I look atfaces sad and sorrowing, and see Chut
from almost every eye tears have been drop-
Ehur, Iknow the depth of that sadness which

us touched this community, We, all of us,
have a copselousness of loss, The form of him
who sleeps so st1ll in death before us was one
kvown only o be beloved—kind, amiable,
affectionate, faithful, trustworthy i all the
relations of life. He had many friends, he had
few enemlies,

As a Christinn, our hearts were attached to
Thim, How muany have heard those ardent
prayers] breathed forth from the depths of his
soul! How many in this assembly have held
with him sweet Christinn fellowsbip and com-
munion, and recognized in him a follower ot
the meek and lowly Jesus! Weo csu call to
mind seasons of sweel converse, sonsong of
sgolemn heavenly prayer. As a minister ol
Christ, how many have listened to the words
which dropped from his ilgh—w his diapenss-
tiond ol the passages of Soripture which he
golected—to the ardent appeals which he made
both to the Chureh and unconyverted, As amem-
ber of the Conference, I sec brethren here ns-
socinted with bim for a score of years past, who
remember his counsel, his labor, his conversn-
tion in the Conleresce wssembly, and remember
bim not omly 84 @ teacher and as u wise coun-
cillor, but a8 an sdministrator. My own ue-
quantunce with him dates back s number of
years. He was a minister beloved, he was a
minister of standing in the Newnrk Conlerence

—1ihe New Jersey Conlercnoe as it wos then—
when 1 knew bim,

1t fell to wy lot to appoint him to the first
district Conference. 1 wus told by the brethren
that he was unwilling to take the district. 1 had
a mowent's conversation with him: bat I bad
determined not to make apy appolntment with-
out the congent of the member receiving it. 1
rerthlml him to cousult with his family and
make It s watier of prayer with him, snd then
1o let me kunow how he felt upon the subject,
with the objection which I expected to reczive
of the titings; but in twenty-lour hours atter-
wards, when | met hym for his answer, ho sald:
—*They had talked the matter over—himsell
and his wife—they had made it a watter of

rayer, and while bo disliked exoeedingly to

ke any appoivtment that would take him from
home and from the bosom of his family, he folt
be could not take upon himself the responsi-
bility of declinlog the volee of the Chureh; so he
Yeft ‘himself o her handsto do as she thoneht
fit.” He eptered upon his work, and I think 1
may #ay that he gave full enidence of bis minis-
try and of bis vower 68 au admiuistrator. From
kst day on, his life has been a very publis one.

im st & number aof Conferences. Cont Ut)“ﬂ
travolling nghont Cuwrch SECNCEN
last summer and iall, called bim to a 1 num-
ber :l’ Conferences over which 1 presided, 1
heard bym gpenk st all of them.

I saw his energy, his faith, his zeal, Ris dovo
tlon, and He onrried forward the great trust
vommitted to his vare with diligence and with &

at mefisure of suocess, His feelings made
E'u'n take n donble interest in this officisl work,
gnd the work had such important bearings upon
our Church that it seemed almost to consume
his energies lo triumph over his labor, His
asiduous tolling, added to his health some what
impaired, very probably produced that illness
which led te bis death. I belleve that In im-
airedd bealth be left home thay morning., He
ad slept but little for many nights. The bur-
den of the Oharch was upon him—the burden
of duty with sickness. He bad glepped to the
door, doublless 1o get alr, from all I can \earn,
and in that condition tell trom the platform
there, in the midst of his Inbors. He had lefo
Camden to preach in Brooklyn, to take upn
eollection for the Chureh Extension SBotety,
and though he felt 111, he was unwilliog to
forego the privilere and the doty of starting out
to take up a collection 80 muoh needed by the
fuances of that society,
| may say of him that he censed at once the
work be loved, and he was in the pathway ol
desth; and at the very last moment he was
workine for the Church of his choice, and for
the Church of his love; and,my brethren, in the
sigoe of griel’ that surround ug, we see how
deeply the Church feels for one who fell so
deeply for her, nand whose heart was in her
welfare, Possedssed of aclear and diseriminat-
Ing mwind, able to kee with unusual readiness
modes 10 be adopted to reach ends, possessed of
a great deal of energy, his whole heart was
wrapped up in the success of the Church, 1 havs
talked with him st different times for hours
upon the great interests of the Chureh, reaching
beyond bis own loeal Interests, the interest of
his station, of his distriet, or of his Conference,
and I have always found bis soul flled with the
eacer thought of reaching out towards the
future position and the futare enlarcement and
triamph of the Church of Corisf. He lived not
for his own society, nor (or his Conference, nor
for his own joy.

I can say of him, he was living for the whole
Church; he was Living for humanity; he was
living jor the world: he was living for Christ;
and it is because he thus lived and thas Inbored
as i minister that we ferl =0 deeply his logs,
The great Hend of the Church ecan, indeed,
better His workmen and carry on his work,
But we smitteh hearts to-doy teel thal a great
man and a friend bhas tallen In wisdom. This
congregation feels the loss, beonnse he often
#tood within the walls of thls church—made
earnest appeals to them. 1 have no doubt there
are those here who were awakened by his minis-
try; there are those here who gave him their
hands when they joined the Church: there are
thoee here over whom he wepl and prayed
around the altar; there nre those here with
whom he joined in songs of praise whem they
found the Saviour; there are those here eon-
nected with the Church who counselled
with him by day and by nizht, and know the
intensity of feeling with which he labored for
the Church ot the living God.

My bretiren in the ministry, this morning, I
think, feel with me that we have an admonition
1o work more zealously for Chrst, and we are
wdmonished in two ways, The first admonition
i& this;:—Not to do as he did—suffer ourselyes to
be oppregeed beyond measure by the interests
and responsibllities that seem to be on the
Church. 1 speak of thus because I somelinies
think we, #2 ministers, are in danger In this
respect. We ought to feel for the Church; and
there 1s One who will carry it on long atter we
are gone. We onght to tuke a deep interest In
ill the plans and enterprises of the Chureh, but
it we drop off God will canse that Ghureh to go
onward and upward over all the obstacles
which we thought had shut out ull opportuni-
ties of progress, We ounght to feel and say,
“Leave the kingdom in the hands ot God,” and
in this we crn rejolee evermore.

We ought oot to let the burden of the Church
f0 bear upon us, as to destroy tho powers of life
whieh God gives us jor the purpose ol enlarging
that Church, and yet it is very diillcult to
throw this burden from us sometimes. Our
brother felt, in the position he was, that the
Church was calling to him for aid. There were
sovieties from Mionesots 10 Texas, and from the
Atlantic to the Pacitic, apperling to this Charch
Fxtension Soclety for aid. An apprupriation
had been made, but the moneys were not on
hand, and he felt gs a father would feel for his
fumily, und bis soul was#ore within him,

AEnIu, Ithink we are asdwomshed that the
work which we hdve in band is ope that ought
Lo ooccupy our constant energies. We knew not
at what moment the work with wes may be
ended, On the last funeral oceasion, when 1
had the opportunity to speak to at lesst some
of those in this sssembly, when 1 remember 1
brother mintster had fallen, I alluded to the
tuet that so many of our leading ministers have
dled so_very suddenly. We have another in-
stance before us:—How many names can we
rafer to this morning who went in & moment to
their reward! There was Floyd, Kennedy,
Penny, Hogarden, Huston, and Barnes, and now
we have added our dear brother Monroe, and
intelligence came to me 8s 1 was on the way
here, that our dear brother Holmes had last
nlght fullen, Death is sweeping them away
uuddf;‘nly. Men of position are taken away from
tilll: Lbu:it‘h.‘amll Lhe Yoice comes to us—'Be ye

0 ready, jor in such moment LB 'y
the Bon of Man cometh,” " Yo koW noe

1t is not only n lesson to be ready at all times
but to have our work accomplished. 1 woul
not allude to myself more than negessary, but
since I have the opportunity to speak, 1 fdesire
to say a few words, [ have passed through
soenes that seemed to be almost bairbresdil
cacapes; and 1 feit on one oconslon the words
come 1o my lips, “Tolive {5 to live for Christ,”
This mornivg bow many of our hearts respond
1o live with grace for Christ! For living, our
breath  sball be w8 our labor  shail
be, as our sermons shall be, our coun-
el shall be, for Him by day and by night—
our cross He 18, sliall be given to His chureh
and we shall labor in senson and out of season
a8 God giveth us opportunity. Standing hcw:
how joyful {s the thought, that though labors
may oppress us, our hearts may sink within s,
yet the reward may be near!

The stormecloud may gather dark, but oh!
how beautiful shines the sky beyond. Bovere
may be the prassoro that comes upon us; bug
ob! how gloriousfthe crown! In the case of
our dear depurtaed brother, hls sufferings were
all very short., It he was consclous at all, in a
mamwent he passed from the threshold to the
inner temple, A moment from sullering to
glory! 1 think of the (h;lory which wiready
beams upon bhim, Could we forget thie, and

hen for n momeunt look npward, and could the
vell be removed that hangs from the heavens
and hides the celestial city from our sight, we
would soe our brother. What seasons of res
jolcine!  What shouts of joy! What ascrips
tione of prajee! Ob! what o vislon of the
beayenly would be opened to our gaze if such
could el Weshall fnot see him sgaln here;
but we shall po te him one by one—as minwters
und s brothers we shall foliow,

Oue'by one the grave will close over US auu
our work on earth "will be done. The gather-
lng here to-duy reminds me of what a falthful
Curistion soul will recsive. Here we gather
around the coflin and drop n tear., Why!
Beeaupe be served the Chureh of Christ so well
while on earth; but ali! beyond the gathering
saints on earth, snd beyond those who gather
in the gallery, there are glorles puseen, in-
visible, anfl the aneels are there, and the salnts
are there, and Jesos, tphe grest  Head of the
CUburch, 18 there; nud while paints on earth bld
farewell to bis earthlf body, snd drop s tear
beeause he hus flown, Jhe ssints |y glory and
the angels rlse wnid shog®, “Another soul eseaped

Wounld thers
ever be the slightest uokindmess of muanner,
feeling, orshortnessof expression? Could there
be anything but the highest and the purest and
the most heavenly love, could we pear In mind
that every day we are standing on the verge of
death? ere Is & lesson 1or us in our domestio
Hfe. Ah! I think of her who I8 now widowed,
and the davehter who haa grasped the father's
hand in warmth, We can only commit them
into the hands of the Saviour, “who i & hos-
band to the widow and & father to the orphan,'
who loves more than the departed loved, with
all his affection and all the tenderness of his
nature. God be graclovs unto them; shield
them Irom every storm and every evil, When
theis time of lile js over, may they meet thelr
loved one before the throne of God,

To father, mother, relatives, and to all friends,
I deeply sympathize with you. Thie coms
munity knew bim, for he lived in yonder city,
and wae, before his entrance into the mimatr
In business there, For him to die was but
cloee his lebore and go home to heaven,
Ob, brethren! when Sod takes away #0 many of
His ministers, there is a oall to the Church alse
to pray thut God wonld raise up other minis-
ters, I speak to you ns ministers and members
of the Church, at the family nltar, in the closet,
and in the grest congregation, to raise yoor
hearts up to God and pray that, as He nas tnken
uway the lghts of the Churob, one by one, he
would ralsc up others who shall shine in their
piace, who thall be able to not only tuke their
maptle, but eyven be more earnest, moie sucess-
ful, and carry torward the grest enierprise to
which' our hrothers gave their epergles and
their lves,

When we pass from thie place, when we have
looked for the last time on the form of our
departed brother, let us wo resolving to work
for Josus more than ever we have done; let us
o resolving that vach day we shall bave com-
muniwon with God sweeter than ever we have
had, We are branches of the vine—let the
nourishment trom the great vine flow through
us, and let us put forth leaves and bear fruits
of righteousnesz which shall be for the joy and
for 1he benefit of the Chareh,

Could those lips which are sllent at this mo-
ment open, what a tale they would unfold:
conld those eyes which see visions of zlory open,
how would they sparkle; conld those handsso
often raised In the pulpit be rajsed again, and
this form stand before you ouce more where I
stand; oh! what words, o | what longing, oh!
what thoughis with the light of eternity, and
with all the mmfluences of the unteen world—
what words, 1 say, would come from those lips.
“Prepare to meet God; labor for Christ,”  *'It is
sweet to lubor in the eause of God and glory.”
God grant that we may all work so ns tp meet
our brother in glory, and enjoy forever the
smiles of Jesus!

Address of Rev, Dr., Mattlson,

Rey. Dr, Mattison then addressed the andi-
ence substantially as follows:~He presumed
that he was present i the providence ot God,
because he was Pastor of the ehurch which tne
deceased last served. God moves in a mysteri-
ous way His wonders to perform. It is difficule
for us to understand the Divine adminlstrauon.
tiol saw that it was not onlysafe to take our
brother away, but that it is tor the best.  Baest,
not only for him, but for the Church. Best for
to-day, tor the coming future, and tor the lonz
hereatter. It is hard for us to realize and feel
that it ean be so. Brother Monroe had well
anccomplished the chief ends of life. First, he
had given his soul to God, and none who knew
him will doubt that 1 s lite he exhibited the
deepest devotion to the caunse ol Corist. The
llght he shed was power and holiness,

The speaker regretted that he had not been
more intimately acquuinted with him. [ think
he was prepared to go when he left home, pre-
pured every mile the train ran over from here
to the Polnt of Rocke, prepared when he spoke
to the conductors, prepared when he fell, He
turned muny to righteousness, and that 18 one
of the ends of ministerial life, Itisnsked, “Why
s0 sudden. g0 untimely an end ™ He had a
ticket for New York and landed in Jernsalem.

Address of Rev T, Tasker,

Rev. T. Tasker, President of the Church Ex-
tension Society, then said:—In behalf of the
Boclety, in referring to our departed brother, we
feel onrselves to be greatly siricken, We held
him in the highest regard as a Christian, as u
gitted ndvocate of the cunuse to which he was
appointed, He was always at his post of duty.
God will pot forget the great caunse which s
gervant bas left behing, bul his spirit will be in
the hearts of His people. The deceased prayed
and trusted and relied vpon God, so He has
}:Iaikm him sway to Himsell, to be forever with
Him,

The speaker continued eulogizing the de-
censed at some length, and concluded by -
hortiue his hearers to lollow in the good work
which the dear brother had commenced.

Addresses were also made by Rev. Dr, Stokes,
Rev. Dr. Pattiron, and other clergymen.
